Kuwait vows to protect 
foreign investments 


KUWAIT, Oct 9, (Agencies): 
Kuwait today expressed, 
shock and regret at Britain's 
decision to more than halve 
its stake in the oil giant British 
Petroleum and vowed to 
protect its foreign invest- 
ments. 

The spokesman. State Mini- 
ster for Cabinet Affairs, R ashed 
Abdul Aziz AJ Rashed told 
reporters after a cabinet meeting 
Kuwait had decided "to do what 
is necessary to protect its econ- 
omic interests in Britain." 

Largest 

He did not elaborate, but 
diplomatic and banking sources 
said Kuwait was more likely to 
seek ways to sell its shares at a 
profit than challenge the ruling in 
court.

Hoss rejects 
Iraqi stance 
on Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Oct 9, (AP): The 
Syrian-backed cabinet of Sunni 
Muslim acting Prime Minister 
Selim AJ Hoss rejected today 
Iraq's recognition of rival Chris- 
tian cabinet of Gen. Michel 
Aoun. branding the move an 
unacceptable interference 'in 
Lebanon's domestic affairs. 

“The remarks of Taha Yassin 
Ramadan regarding the govern- 
mental situation in Lebanon are 
surprising, deplorable and un- 
acceptable," said an unnamed 
source in the Hoss cabinet in a 
statement broadcast by Beirut's 
Muslim-controlled radio sta- 
tions. 

It came a day after Ramadan, 
Iraq's deputy prime minister, 
was quoted by a Kuwaiti news- 
paper as saying that Baghdad 
considers Aoun 'scabinet Leban- 
on’s legitimate government, 
while the Hoss cabinet “lacks 
validity” 

“What is surprising is that he 
(Ramadan) is calling for non- 
interference in Lebanese affaire 
while he allows himself to take a 
stand against Lebanon's legal 
cabinet," the source said. 

He said it was improper for 
"Iraqi official to take a stance 
that helps the partition (of 
Lebanon), which Israel has long' 
been dreaming of fulfilling” 

The Iraqi government has not 
formally announced recognition 
of Aoun's cabinet.

PLO approves 'independence 
and sovereignty document’ 


CAIRO, Oct 9. (UPI): The PLO 
leadership has approved an 
"independence and sovereignty 
document," proclaiming an 
independent state in the Israeli-, 
occupied territories, at the con- 
clusion of two days ofmeetings in 
. foe Tunisian capital, Egypt’s 
Middle East News Agency today 
quoted a high PLO official as 
saying. 

In a dispatch from Tunis, the 
agency quoted Abdullah El 
Horani. a member of the PLO’s 
executive committee, as saying 
PLO leaders “ratified the 
document of independence and 
sovereignty of the Palestinian 
people over their soil and ending 
the state of political vacuum in 
the occupied territories.” 

Dividing 

The vacuum resulted from 
King Hussein's decision, 
announced on July 31, to break 
off Jordan’s legal and adminis- 
trative links with the occupied 
West Bank- 

El Horani said the indepen- 
dence document was based on a 
1947 UN plan dividing the Brit- 
ish-mandated territory of Pales- 


tine in two Arab and Jewish 
states. 

The plan, which the Arabs 
rejected at the time, "gives the 
Palestinians a legitimate status 
equal to that of Israel," JE1 
Horani said. 

The agency said the indepen- 
dence document will be debated 
at the extraordinary session of 
the Palestinian National Coun- 
cil, the PLO’s parliament-in- 
exile, “prior to the proclamation 
of a Palestinian state and the for- 
mation of a provisional govern- 
ment.” 

Concrete 

El Horani said the PNC will 
meet at the end of October or the 
beginning of November and the 
agency said Algiers, despite the 
latest disturbances, remains its 
most likely site. 

El Horani's statements 
amounted to a confirmation of 
what PLO officials have been 
saying for the past two months — 
that the organisation is moving 
in the direction of proclaiming an 
independent state and establish- 
ing a provisional government. 

The remarks indicated that the 


PLO has taken the first concrete 
step towards that objective by 
approving the independence 

document. 

El Horani, however, did not 
say when the proclamation 
would be made, whether during 
the PNC session or afterwards. 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak has ad vised the PLO to 
ppstpone the proclamation until 
after the November Israeli and 
American elections, fearing it 
would be used as an election issue 
by candidates. The PLO gave no 
indication whether it would heed 
the advice. 

El Horani said the indepen- 
dence document was drawn up 
by a PLO legal committee, assis- 
ted by Arab legal experts, while 
another committee worked on 
the political programme of the 
projected provisional govern- 
menL 

The programme, which will 
take at least another week to 
complete, will affirm the PLO’s 
"renunciation of terrorism but 
will draw a distinction between 
terrorism and the legitimate

10 hurt during general strike 


Israeli troops sweep W- Bank villages 


KUFR NA’MEH. West Bank. 
Oct 9, (Reuter): Israeli troops 
swept through 30 West Bank 
villages today, wounding at least 
10 Palestinians during a general 
strike to launch the 11 th month 
of an Arab uprising against 
occupation. 

Palestinian shops in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip dosed, 
public transport halted and 
workers stayed away from jobs in 
Israel on orders from under- 
ground leaders of the uprising, 
backed by the PLO. 

The Army said troops were 
sent into the villages to seize 
"subversive material" and force 
residents to remove banned 
Palestinian flags and erase 
nationalist slogans. 


Hospitals reported that sol- 
diers firing live or plastic bullets 
shot and wounded at least 10 
West Bank' Palestinians, includ- 
ing tliree in Kufr Na'meh village 
near Ramallah. 

Deter 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin reaffirmed last night he 
had ordered the Army to wound 
Palestinian rioters to deter 
violent demonstrations. 

Army chief Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Dan Shomron, responding 
to the killings of collaborators, 
told Israel Radio: "We will catch 
the murderers, I have no doubL 
We’ll punish such murderers 
harshly, and we mil also provide 
security.” 

Security officials said the 


Army searches were timed to 
coincide with the strike when 
residents would remain, at home. 

In Kufr Na’meh, villagers said 
troops arrived at 5 am, but 
demonstrators held them off 
with roadblocks and burning 
tyres Iongenough foryoungmale 
residents to flee. 

Shouting through a mega- 
phone in Arabic, soldiers 
ordered residents to erase 
slogans from street walls as they 
searched houses. 

Villagers said the operation 
ended quickly. Residents hurled 
stones and troops fired plastic 
bullets to disperse the demon- 
strators.

KARACHI, Oct 9, (Reuter): 
Benazir Bhutto praised Pakis- 
tan’s military and judiciary 
today for strengthening 
democracy after the death of 
President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq. 

In her first public appearance 
since the birth ofher first child on 
Sept 2 1 , Pakistan's most promin- 
ent opposition politician told a 
news conference there were signs 
of a new spirit in the country. 

Benazir cited statements by 
the Army that the democratic 
process should take its course 
and a Supreme Court decision 
last week that next month's elec- 
tions should be party-based. 

"Democracy can only flourish 
when the institutions are strong 
enough to safeguard it and the 
latest decisions are indications in 
that direction," she said. 

Coalition 

Benazir. 35. whose Pakistan 
People's Party (PPP) has become 
a favourite for the elections 
following Zia’s death in a plane 
crash on Aug 17, was speakingat 
her new seaside home in the 
smart Karachi suburb ofClifton. 

She said the PPP would seek to 
form a coalition government 
with its eight smaller partners in 
the opposition Movement for the 
Restoration of Democracy 
(MRD) alliance, which fought 
Zia during his 1 1 -year rule. 

The alliance is seeking to 
negotiate a seat-sharing pact for 
the polls for the 237-seat 
National Assembly on Nov 16 
and the four provincial assem- 
blies on Nov 19. 

Benazir said that if an electoral 
pact proved impossible, the PPP, 
which dominates the alliance, 
would unilaterally avoid contest- 
ing seats where other MRD party 
leaders were standing.

Discovery 
back in 
Florida 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida. 
Oct 9, (AP): Shuttle Discovery 
arrived home atop a Jumbo jet, 
five days after completing 1 
America’s first manned space 1 
mission since the Challenger 
tragedy. 

A modified Boeing 747 jet, the 
shuttle bolted to its back, tou- 
ched down yesterday evening as 
darkness descended on the Ken- 
nedy Space Centre in Florida. 
The return flight began yesterday 
morning at Edwards Air Force 
Base, California. 

Thousands of spectators tur- 
ned out to applaud the return, 
lining roads and river banks and 
creating traffic jams at the space 
centre. 

"It was a fitting finish to a 
super mission,” said Nancy 
Lovato of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion. 

"It was the prettiest takeoff 
from (Edwards) that I’ve ever 
seen. And I've seen them all. It 
was as graceful as the landing.” 

Last Monday, Discovery and 
its five-man crew landed on the 
Mojave desen at Edwards, four 
days after its launch from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida, 

At the Florida launch site, 
technicians planned to remove 
the shuttle from its carrier plane 
overnight and tow it to a process- 
ing facility to prepare it for its 
next flight. 

Officials reported that Dis- 
covery returned from space in 
such good shape that little refur- 
bishment work will be needed. 
NASA technicians have already 
replaced damaged neat-shield 
tiles. 


ALGIERS. Oct 9, (Agencies): 
The Algerian military’ loday 
vowed tougher measures to sup- 
press rioting, but new clashes 
erupted in unrest that hospital 
sources and diplomats said had 
taken at least 50 lives. 

Unofficial estimates pul the 
death loll in five days of street 
battle at more than -200. 

Information compiled from 
hospital and police sources in 
various parts of thecountry. each 
source providing fragmentary 
information, indicated at least 
200 killed and several hundred 
people injured. It seemed likely 
the actual death toil was higher. 

Doctors in several major hos- 
pitals have become more willing 
to report the scope of the casual- 
ties. but only when guaranteed 
anonymity. 

Although a communique from 
the military command set up to 
halt the violence warned against 
new disturbances, travellers 
reported fresh clashes with 
young people in Tiaret. 250 km 
(150 miles) southwest of the 
capital. 

Damage 

The travellers said the 
violence, which followed the 
initial riots in Algiers and Oran, 
caused considerable damage to 
government property. Resi- 
dents. contacted by telephone, 
said security forces sent to the 
town had violent clashes with 
rioters this morning. 

In Oran. Algeria's second lar- 
gest city, residents reported gun- 
fire and explosions today and 
sources at the main hospital said 
it had taken in 18 dead and 100 
wounded since the protests 
began there on Friday. 

The death toll rose in Algiers, 
where troops opened fire last 
night to disperse hundreds of 
youths and Islamic militants 
defying a curfew, residents and 
hospital sources said. 

Sunday editions of all news- 
papers carried a communique 
from the military command that 
said conditions were returning to 
normal but promising tougher 
law enforcement. 

“The military command char- 
ged with restoring law and order 
intends to in tensify its efforts fur- 
ther in order to restore in the 
shortest possible time normality 
in all state-run institutions, in all 
educational, social and profes- 
sional fields," the communique 
said. 

Curfew 

The statement warned that all 
emergency measures, such as a 
nightly 10 pm to 7 am curfew, 
remained in force and must be 
respected. 

The government has admitted 
the riots, over austerity measures 
and food shortages, spread 
beyond Algeria's two main cities. 
But it has given no casually 
figures, with officials saying only 
there were casualties among both 
security forces and civilians. 


Sudan, Iraq 
try to patch up 
diplomatic row 

BAGHDAD. Oct 9, (Reuter): 
The defence ministers of Sudan i 
and Iraq held talks today on 
ways to improve relations which 
came under severe strain earlier 
this year. 

Sudan’s General Abdui- 
Maged Hamed Khalil told Iraq's 
General Adnan KheiruIIah that 
Khartoum wanted to create a 
sound basis for boosting co- 
operation with Baghdad, the 
INA reported. 

It also said he thanked Iraq for 
sending relief supplies to Sudan 
after devastating floods hit 
Khartoum and surrounding 
areas in August. 

Khalil is the first top-level 
Sudanese official to visit Bagh- 
dad since Sudan blamed an Iraqi 
diplomat for the murder of Iraqi 
dissident leader Mahdi A] 
Hakim in Khartoum in Januaiy. 

Iraq denied the accusation, 
which it said was fabricated by 
pro-Iranian circles, and with-, 
drew its ambassador. 


Fifth channel 

LONDON. Oct 9, (AP): The 
British Broadcasting Corp. 
announced today it will set up a 
fifth national radio channel in 
1 990 to transmit all its sports and 
educational programmes.

Defying 

Diplomats said up to 1 5 bodies 
were taken to hospitals after 
troops fired on protesters defy- 
ing a curfew last night in Belcoun 
and the poorer districts of Bab El 
Oued. one of the most densely 
populated areas of the capital. 

Diplomats also said one hos- 
pital alone reported receiving up 
to 20 bodies after protesters sur- 
ged into the streets from Friday 
prayers in the mosques, which 
have been a centre of dissent. 

A young Algerian man, who 
lives near the devastated May 1 
Square in central Algiers, a focal 
point for rioters, said two people 
had been shot in the area last 
night. 

Soldiers, some with tanks, 
guarded state buildings, hos- 
pitals and the remaining food 
outlets, where hundreds of 
Algerians waited to buy staple 
foods. 

Protests 

Most of the protests have been 
aimed at government-owned 
shops and offices, especially buil- 
dings associated with the 
National Liberation Front, 
which has ruled Algeria as a one- 
party state since independence 
from France in 1 962. 

Diplomats blame rising prices 
and widespread unemployment 
among youths — 57 per cent of 
Algeria's 24 million inhabitants 
are under 21. 

Interior Minister El Hadi 
Khediri, in the first broadcast by 
a government official since the 
disturbances began, told 
Algerians last night to ask them- 
selves: "Is wrecking schools and 
buses and shops the answer to 
our problems?"

Latvian Popular Front set to

DHAKA, Oct 9, (AP): One per- 
son was killed and 40 others 
injured during political clashes in 
southeastern Chittagong dis- 
trict, newspapers and police 
reported today. 

A supporter of the fundamen- 
talist Jamaat-e-Islami was killed 
on Saturday and several others 
injured during fighting in the 
villages of Barbakunda, Ste- 
le unda and Kumuria, district 
police said. Chittagong is 2 16 km 
( 135 miles) southeast of here. 

While police refused to des- 
cribe the violence, the indepen- 
dent Bengali newspaper San- 
gram said workers of leftist Ban- 
gladesh National Socialist Party 
stopped buses on a major high- 
way and dragged passengers and 
beat them up. 

Islamic bill 

Mufizul Islam, a worker of 
Jamaat-e-lslami. was shot to 
death by Nationalist Party sup- 
porters, the newspaper reported, 
adding tha t the Nationalist Party 
workers dragged out those pas- 
sengers who had beards and were 
wearing caps — the signs of 


devotion to Islam. 

“High police officials are con- 
ducting an inquiry into the mat- 
ter,” the unidentified police 
spokesman said. 

The apparent attack came 
three months after the govern- 
ment made Islam the official 
state religion of predominantly 
Muslim Bangladesh. Religious 
instruction is now compulsory in 
schools.

Rebel leader seized 
in Manila hideout 


MANILA, Oct 9. (AP): A com- 
munist rebel leader has been cap- 
tured by Philippine security for- 
ces in a raid on a suburban Man- 
ila hideout, the military's general 
headquarters announced. 

Military spokesman Col. 
Oscar Florendo identified the 
rebel as Luisito De La Cruz, a 
member of the outlawed Com- 
munist Party in charge of opera- 
tions in the central Luzon region 
north of Manila. 

Florendo described De La 
Cruz as a “top-ranking” regional 
rebel leader and said authorities 
had offered a 53.500 reward for 
his capture. 

Florendo said De La Cruz, 
caught before dawn Saturday in 
a home in the Manila suburb of 
Valenzuela. was being 
interrogated at the Camp Aguin- 
aldo general headquarters. De 
La Cruz had been underground 
for more than a decade. 

Military officials said De La 
Cruz joined the banned party in 
1976 after helping organise the 


Association of Democratic 
Youth, a break -a way faction of 
the rebel-backed Patriotic 
Youth, one of the offshoots of 
the communist-dominated 
National Democratic Front. 

The front is an umbrella 
organisation of 12 groups 
believed controlled by the Com- 
munist Party of the Philippines. 

In a related development, Maj. 
Gen. Mariano Adalem, com- 
mander of the Philippine Army, 
said the military hoped to raise 
up to one million reservists this 
year to “meet any national emer- 
gency.” 

Adalem said the reservists 
would be in addition to the 
80.000 men expected to join a 
new paramilitary group, which 
will be deployed in rural areas by 
the year's end. . 

The unit is to replace other 
anti-communist vigilante and 
paramilitary organisations that 
have been accused of widespread 
human rights abuses against 
civilians.

They said the Congress had 
also considered proposals to 
field Popular Front candidatesat 
state elections and to give 
Latvian authorities the right to 
veto Soviet legislation directly 
affecting the republic.

Investigators have picked up the 
pieces from the mysterious air 
crash that killed President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq and the 
US ambassador. But if they 
know who or what was responsi- 
ble. they are keeping silent. 

Some sources here and in the 
United Stales believe the truth 
will never be publicly known. 

In the absence of information, 
rumours have been flying in Pak- 
istan. Some point to sabotage — 
but by whom? 

Chairman Ghulam Ishaq 
Khan of the Pakistani senate bad 
barely taken over as President 
when he called the crash “a das- 
tardly crime.” He said it was his 
“duty as President” to reveal the 
facts as they became known. 

Investigators from the Pakis- 
tani and US Air Forces, from 


Lockheed, the C-130*s US 
manufacturer, and eventually 
the FBI's counter-terrorism 
team, converged on the site. 

They measured the spread of 
the wreckage, examined engines, 
sifted through small pieces and 
conducted forensic tests on the 
bodies, according to sources 
similar with the probe. 

US diplomats in * Islamabad 
said at the lime they expected US 
experts to complete their find- 
ings within two weeks. But more 
than seven weeks after the 
accident, they say the probe is 
still unfinished. 

Reportedly, the publication or 
any findings will be left to the 
Pakistanis. 

“The trouble is. nobody who is 
in a position to know will tell you 
anything.” said Anwar Iqbal, a

Three theories stand out:

Assuming sabotage, attention 

falls on three suspects: 

• domestic opponents of Zia, 
including political opposition 
leaders, religious groups and eth- 
nic communities seeking auton- 
omy. 

• agents of neighbouring 
India getting back at an old 
adversary. 

• agents of Afghanistan's 
secret police, with assistance 
from the Soviet KGB, scheming 
to eliminate the anti-communist 
Zia.

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
will join the delegation in Mos- 
cow “at a later time.” the agency 
said.

COLOMBO, Oct 9, (UPI): 
Political violence claimed at least 
two lives today as the govern- 
ment braced for nationwide 
protests called by Sinhalese 
extremists, deploying in several 
universities Army troops who 
arrested more than 300 students, 
security sources said. - . : 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Ranasinghe Premadasa, the rul- 
ing United National Party’s 
presidential candidate, said that 
if elected, he will ensure the with- 
drawal of Indian troops 
deployed under a 1987 Indian- 
backed plan to end the island's' 
civil war. 

Premadasa, President Junius 
Jayewardene’s hand-picked 
nominee for presidential polls 
expected in December, reiterated 
before 12,000 people at a party 
conference his opposition to the 
plan, which grants limited auto- 
nomy lo the ethnic Tamil min- 
ority. 

Accord 

“The timing of the accord was 
inopportune in my view,” said 
Premadasa. who has consistently 
refused to back the plan. 

The accord has so far failed, 
stirring widespread anger 
against Jayewardene among 
majority Sinhalese. Jayewardene 
declined to seek re-election and 
tapped Premadasa, apparently 
hoping the prime minister’s 
opposition to the plan would 
brighten the ruling party’s chan- 
ces of retaining its 10-year lock 
on the presidency. 

Demands 

The plan was intended to sat- 
isfy Tamil demands for indepen- 
dence and was accepted by four 
of five Tamil guerrilla groups. 
But it was rejected by the most 
powerful group, the Li berati on 
Tigers orTamil Eelam (LTTE). 

India last year deployed lens of 
thousands of troops to disarm 
the LTTE and has lost more than 
500 men in combat with the 
rebels, whose casualties are un- 
known. 

Many Sinhalese objecL to con- 
tinued Indian military interven- 
tion and view limited autonomy 
forTamil areas as tantamount to 
partition of the island. 

Sinhalese extremists of the 
Janatha Viraukti Peramuna 
(JVP) — or Peoples Liberation 
Front — have killed more than 


450 officials and ruling party 
members in a drive to topple 
Jayewardene for signing the 
accord. 

Police said the JVP was sus- 
pected in the slayings of two rul- 
ing party officials who were shot 
to death in Pitigala, 60 miles ( 100 
km) south of Colombo, as Lhey 
travelled to hear Premadasa 
speak. 

The JVP, composed 
predominantly of disaffected 
students, last week called for 
tomorrow a nationwide protest 
strike against the Indo-Sri Lan- 
kan accord. The government has 
ordered transportation services, 
shops and industries to defy the 
JVP. 

Deployed 

While Premadasa was speak- 
ing, troops deployed in several 
universities in the Sinhalese- 
dominated south arrested more 
than 300 students, security sour- 
ces said. They said the students 
were suspected of planning acts 
of violence for tomorrow’s 
strike, 

■The government, which said it 
feared widespread “violence and 
terror” during the strike, also 
ordered the closure tomorrow of 
all secondary-schools, hotbeds of 
JVP support. 

In another development, India 
released from tw o sou thern 
prisons today 157 LTTE mem- 
bos who had been held under 
national security laws, and flew 
them to Jaffna in northern Sri 
-Lanka. 

Indian High Commissioner 
J.N. Dixit said the group, which 
included former LTTE Jaffna 
commander Sathasivam Krish- 
nakumar, would remain in 
Indian custody at the Palali air 
base. 

The rebels were arrested last 
month in southern India after the 
LTTE refused to respond to a 1 0- 
day unilateral ceasefire called by 
New Delhi to induce the group to 
negotiate.

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British university 
wants Kuwaiti students

BRITAIN'S University of 
Strathclyde is hoping to reach an 
agreement with Kuwait's 
Faculty o {Technological Studies 
on staff training and joint 
research programmes. 

Dr Kama I Andrawes of 
Strathclyde’s Faculty of Engin- 
eering, who left Kuwait on Satur- 
day after a week's visit, said the 
University of Strathclyde is also 
ready to help Kuwaiti 
graduates obtain a Bachelor of 
Science degree in engineering. 

Reputation 

Andrawes, who is a specialist 
in civil engineering, was on a fact- 
finding mission in Kuwait to pin- 
point research projects of mutual 
interest and assess the Faculty of 
Technological Studies' training 
requirements. 

Andrawes said the Kuwaitis 
expressed interest in Strath- 
clyde’s special programmes 
which fit Kuwait's requirements. 


The programmes include 
courses for undergraduates, 
higher degree studies for staff 
and participation in research 
projects. 

Andrawes delivered a lecture 
on soil reinforcement tech- 
niques, a field in which Strath- 
clyde's Engineering Faculty ear- 
ned an international reputation. 
A joint research programme on 
the subject would benefit 
Kuwait, he said, in view of the 
country's climate and soil condi- 
tion. 

The University of Strathclyde 
has 7,500 students out of which 
1,500 come from 70 countries. 
More than 100 students from the 
Gulf states attend classes at 
Strathclyde's campus in Glas- 
gow, Scotland. 

Britain is trying to encourage 
Kuwaitis to pursue higher educa- 
tion in the UK, but their efforts 
are plagued by misconceptions 
about the British education sys- 
tem. 

Andrawes said that some 


Kuwaitis are not aware that the 
British education system has 
changed substantially over the 
past two decades and now 
mcludes course studies favoured 
by Kuwaitis. 

Preference 

Course studies and a com- 
parative ease of entry into under- 
graduate programmes in the US 
are reasons behind Kuwaitis’ 
preference for the American 
education system. 

To eradicate the misconcep- 
tions the British Council last 
March sent a group of academics 
from 12 British universities and 
two polytechnics to Kuwait 
where they held wide-ranging 
talks with officials, academics 
and students. 

Andrawes, who was part of the 
delegation, returned to Kuwait 
last week as part of the follow-up 
effort. 

One of his objectives was to 
assess how proficient the staff 
and students are in English and 
what help they would need if they 
opted to study at Strathclyde.

Bahrain, Qatar 
agree to settle 
island dispute 


Teachers, parents gripe 
about private schools 


SHARJAH, Oct 9, (KUNA): 
Qatar and Bahrain have agreed 
to settle their dispute on "Fisbet 
Al Debal" island without resort- 
ing to the International Court of 
Justice in The Hague, a press 
report said here today. 

“Al-Khalij” newspaper 
quoted informed sources as say- 
ing that both Bahrain and Qatar 
haveagreed to solve their dispute 
out of the International Court. 
The countries previously accep- 
ted the concept of resorting to 
The Hague court after mediation 
efforts by Gulf Co-operation 
Council states. 

During recent high-level con- 
tacts, Doha and Manama con- 
cluded that resorting to the Inter- 
nationa] Court would only 


deepen the dispute and create 
tension in bilateral relations. The 
court might take years to review 
the case 

Predicted 

The paper referred to tele- 
phone calls between the rulers of 
Bahrain and Qatar and visits by 
the crown princes of both GCC 
states. 

The sources predicted that a 
final settlement for the dispute 
.will be reached during the forth- 
coming GCC summit, due to be 
held in Manama late this year. 

The paper said the agreement 
was reached at the initiative of 
Bahrian’s Crown Prince Sheikh 
Hamad Bin Issa Al Khalifa, 
adding that the initiative was 
welcomed by Qatar. 


Director calls for 
organisation of 
real estate sector 


REAL ESTATE is still a vital 
sector in Kuwait’s national econ- 
omy and is considered one of the 
most prominent investment 
alternatives in the country. 

Despite repeated serious 
attempts to organise the sector it 
has several shortcomings due to 
the lack of an appropriate tech- 
nical apparatus. 

A local daily interviewed 
Abdurahman Al Humoud, 
director general of Al Shall for 
Consulting and Real Estate 
Services on this issue. 

Inadequate 

The official said that the real 
estate market requires an organ- 
isation to expand the financing of 
real estate. The Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry has no pre- 
cise plans to govern the real 
estate marekt and does not have 
the technical staff to shoulder the 
responsibility, he added. 

The real estate sector is affec- 
ted by several factors including 


in the region and the capability of 
the financial institutions and the 
government to provide adequate 
funds, Al Shall said. 

He commented that real estate 
costs in Kuwait are relatively 
high compared to other Gulf and 
world countries and attributed 
this to the lack of other invest- 
ment opportunities and the 
inadequate amount of land to be 
used for real estate deals. 

Al Humoud said that though 
speculation in the real estate 
market is inevitable, it should be 
balanced and logical. 

He added that any proposals 
to organise the real estate market 
should take into account the 
expected increase in population 
and the market situation in the 
light of supply and demand. 

A review of the experiments of 
the last two decades in this con- 
nection should be undertaken, 
Al Humoud concluded. 


THE educational process at 
private schools in Kuwait has 
indeed become problematic, 
according to Al Rai Al Aam. 

The daily added “education 
merchants" will create a new 
Manakh crisis as they were striv- 
ing to earn money at the expense 
of the future generation. 

To highlight the issue, the 
daily interviewed a number of 
officials, parents and teachers. 

An educational official who 
preferred to remain anonymous 
was quoted as saying that die 
ministerial decision organising 
private education was excellent 
and included necessary criteria 
to upgrade the educational 
process at private schools. 

However, leniency in applying 
the decision caused a disaster in 
the private education sector, he 
added. 

. He said there is a new private 
education institution which was 
owned by some decision makers 
at the ministry in general and the 
Private Education Department 
in particular. He said he was nol 
surprised to see a trend to 
increase the tuition fees at the 
private schools, irrespective of 
the standard of education and 
the quality of services. 

Overlooked 

Discussing salaries at private 
schools, the official said mat the 
ministerial decision had fixed the 
salary of a teacher at primary 
schools at KD 1 80. However, this 
condition was ignored by the 
schools concerned and the rights 
of the teachers were overlooked. 


He refuted the claims of some 
private schools that they 
incurred losses. He pointed out 
that the ministry is paying 50 per 
cent of the tuition fees. 

He added that the ministry is 
providing aid to private schools 
in form of laboratories and 
libraries estimated at KD10 for 
each student per annum. He 
added that most private schools 
spend only small part of this aid 
on the supplies. 

The official called for nation- 
alisation of the private schools. 
This suggestion he said is aimed 
at protecting the private educa- 
tion sector from illegal exploita- 
tion. 

Infringed 

A parent said that the ministry 
did not provide strict control on 
private schools. 

A mother complained that the 
school compelled them to pur- 
chase uniforms from the school 
itself even though the prices were 
higher and the quality poor. 

Another parent of a student at 
the French school said that the 
school infringed on rights when it 
decided to increase the tuition 
fees by 25 per cent although there 
was a previous increase 
estimated at 10 per cent. He 
added that the services of the 
school have deteriorated and the 
number of teachers was reduced. 
Each class has about 40 students, 
he said. Additionally, sports and 
cultural activities at this school 
were very poor, he said.

Dharmendra, in recent films, 
appears as the comic vagabond 
despised by his family only to 
shed his disguise to emerge as 
lhe honest CB1 detective work- 
ing on an off track case. Jala 
Kar is another example of this 
trend. 

No film is complete without 
romance, in this one there are 
two pairs — Dharmendra- 
Anita Raj and Govinda- Farha . 
Dharmendra, who is in top 
form, indulges in cheeky 
romance — like catching the 
lady off-guard in the bath; 
Govinda is on a tragic high, 
with the lady pining for him 
with her long tresses spread 
across a double- bed, with a sad 
song playing in the back- 
ground. 

Good triumphs over evil 
after gruesome killings and the 
blazing fires illuminating our 
courageoushero's face. And. of 
course, there is a happy ending.

Growing market 
vital for investors 

THERE are some oil-rich Arab countries with surplus 
money in both the private and public sectors, which they 
invest in non- Arab countries. 

Such investments are not secret and everything is done 
in accordance with legal requirements, but there is insuf- 
ficient protest against this practice. 

We say this because there are some Arab countries 
which really need to see Arab funds invested with them to 
use available opportunities before their people revolt 
against the governments. 

Nevertheless, Arab funds cannot move to the markets 
of some Arab countries whose economic identities we do 
not know. 

The governments of such countries indulge in a lot of 
groundless talk about achievements and unrealistic 
future plans and have police states with which it is very 
difficult to negotiate. 

There is real interest in investing Arab funds in Arab 
countries, but there are still some political trends towards 
Marxist ideologies, in spite of the fact that people who 
have long believed in such theories have now started to 
discard them after realising that they do not feed people 
and make the rich poor and exploit the weaker sections of 
the community. 

There is also the problem that some Arab countries feel 
that their political regimes are superior and thus refuse to 
co-operate with other political regimes, thinking them to 
be on the verge of collapse. 

The result is that the people of these countries have 
missed many opportunities, have faced economic trou- 
bles and inhabit countries with neither economic identity 
nor political colour. 

These countries are, moreover, very unstable. 
Sometimes they favour violence and sometimes they are 
against it, sometimes threatening and sometimes accom- 
modating. 

Again, we stress the existence of a willingness to invest 
in Arab countries, but there needs to be the kind of warm 
atmosphere which is found in other organised countries, 
vthich protect and preserve the rights of investors and are 
fpen to the world economy. Without this. Arab funds 
vill be kept away from those Arab countries that close 
heirdodrs on all and feel that they have superior political 
deologies. . . . 

Unfortunately, Arab funds cannot be invested in those 
:ountries until investors are provided with the same 
conditions as foreign funds and are not subjected to 
biracy and other harassments. Investors do not know on 
nost occasions with which side to deal. 

The Arab world is full of investment opportunities 
which require promotion a id marketing. This would 
rertainly be better than blulling our people by talking 
About imaginary future plans.

"There is not a single party in 
northern Sudan which does not 
have IslamisaLion in its 
programme. Wc have therefore 
been elected lo bring sharia law 
into force." said Ahmed Abdel 
Rahman M oh anted. an NIF 
parliamentarian and minister of 
social welfare and rehabilitation. 

NIF, which has 5 ! seals in the 
301-member assembly, has 
vowed lo ensure the laws are pas- 
sed. It has six members on the 
legislative committee. 

Most southerners in parli- 
ament are members of the Union 
of Sudan African Parties 
( USAP) which went into opposi- 
tion after Mahdi brought the 
NIF into his new coalition 
government in May. 

"We have been elected to fight 
sharia laws,” said southern 
deputy Lasu Gale.

The chairman of the legislative 
committee Taj AI Sir Monofoli 
said the code would be re-sub- 
mitted to the assembly when it 
reconvened later in the year. 

Diplomats in Khartoum said 
Mahdi — as head of the 102 seal 
U mma Pa rty — cou Id work out a 
compromise which would lessen 
the divisions over the sharia 
plans. 

He is on record as saying lhal 
some if not all sharia punish- 
ments. including lashing and 
amputation, are not really 
provided for in the Muslim holy 
book, the Quran. 

Penalties 

Sharia imposes floggings of up 
to 100 lashes for all offenders 
except those convicted of crimes 
punishable by the loss of a hand 
or foot or death. 

The penalties were rigidly 
applied in 1984 in Sudan, a vast 
country of 23 million people 
from more than 100 ethnically 
and religiously diverse tribes. 

During that year about 70 peo- 
ple lost either a hand or a foot.

Organization leaders want to 
convene the Palestine National 
Council as soon as possible to 
capitalize on the widespread 
sympathy won for their cause by 
a 10-monih-old Palestinian upr- 
ising in the Israeli-occupied 
territories. 

But others, supported by the 
Soviet Union and Egypt argue 
lhal the 450-seat council, which 
includes non-PLO members, 
should not meet until after 
Israel's parliamentary elections 
Nov 1 and US presidential elec- 
tions Nov 8. 

The main thrust of the PLO’s 
efforts is aimed primarily at put- 
ting pressure on the -United 
States and Israel to recognize 
Palestinians' right to self-deter- 
mination and break the impasse 
in efforts to end the 40-year-old 
Arab-rsraeli conflict.

SHAR1KAR. Afghanistan. 
(IIPI): Soviet mortarmen 

worked in a frenzy, running 
through dusty trenches bearing 
rounds that were thrust into a 
lube and sent whistling out 
against an unseen enemy. 

“1 meet them only through the 
binoculars." said Soviet Pvt. 
Igor Andreich between thuds, 
sweat gleaming through the 20- 
yea r-o Id Latvian's regulation 
crewcut. "They hide in the 
mountains, but once or twice, in 
the distance, 1 have seen men 
with guns.” 

Muslim rebels huddled in the 
hills 2 miles (3 km) away had fired 
four shells at the base of a Soviet 
engineering unit, prompting a 
heavy, 45-minute retaliatory 
barrage by mortars, artillery bat- 
teries and heavy machine-guns. 

It is almost a daily duel at 
Shari kar, 40 miles (65 km) north 
of Kabul beneath looming pas- 
tel-gray mountains that 
surround the vast, fertile 
guerrilla-controlled Shakaria 
valley. 

Punctually, at 5:15 pra. — 
before evening prayers — the 
Islamic insurgents lob a few 
shells or rockets down on Mos- 
cow's exposed forces, occasion- 


PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
and the movement’s ruling 
executive committee have narr- 
owed to three the options they 
will present to the PNC to' 
achieve an independent Palestin- 
ian state in Israeli-occupied 
territory. 

Options 

The options hammered out by 
the 15-man committee, after

The PLO might also ask the 
PNC to endorse asking the 
United Nations to take a trustee- 
ship role in the occupied 
territories until an independent 
Palestinian state can be formally 
established. 

Informed Palestinian sources 
said Arafat realizes that hesita- 
tion in forging a breakthrough 
after nearly a year of violence in 
the West Bank and Gaza could 
shift the centre of gravity away 
from him to the uprising’s clan- 
destine leadership. 

So he wants the PNC to con- 
vene at the earliest possible date

now that internal differences 
over the options have been narr- 
owed, if not eliminated. 

A PNC session set For early 
October was postponed, and an 
effort to hold it before the end of 
the month also looks as though it 
has been scrapped. 

Arafat's chief spokesman, 
Bassara Abu Sharif, said in a 
telephone interview from Bagh- 
dad: "There are no reasons to 
delay. We're taking into account 
only our national interests, not 
what the Americans or Israelis 
want." 

However, another senior PLO 
official, interviewed by tele- 


Q> 
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phone from Cairo, explained 
that taking any decision before 
the US and Israeli elections, 
which could radically alter the 
political landscape, could be 
counter-productive. 

"It may elidt attitudes by can- 
didates which later will he dif- 
ficult to rescind," the official 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

He said Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak advised Arafat 
in Cairo last month to wait until 
after the US presidential election 
to convene the PNC. 

However, Mubarak stressed 
that Cairo would back whelever 
option the PNC decided on. 

Arafat has been globe-trot- 
ting, seeking support for an 
independent Palestinian state. 
He has made increasingly con- 
ciliatory speeches. 

Undecided 

The Palestinians are also 
divided over the contentious 
question of recognition of Israel. 
Arafat, as he often does on 
critical issues, appears to be 
undecided. 

Some of his aides, and repor- 
tedly the Soviets as well, believe 
that recognizing the Jewish state 
they have fought since 1948 will

ABIDJAN. (Reuter): Libya’s 
leader Muammar Khaddafi po- 
lished his tarnished image in 
Africa this week by making peace 
with Chad. 

But the border dispute bet- 
ween the two Sahara desert 
neighbours into war is still 
unresolved. 

"By extending an olive branch 
to his arch-enemy, Khaddafi has 
greatly improved his long-stand- 
ing image as the bad boy of 
Africa,'' a West African 
diplomat observed this week. 

"But the border dispute which 
is at the core of the strained rela- 
tions between Chad and Libya 
has not been solved." a diplomat 
commented. 

Chad and Libya, at odds for 15 
years for the control of a piece of 
desert land known as the Aouzou 
Strip, agreed on Monday to 
resume full diplomatic links 
immediately after a six-year 
break. 

Died 

Thousands of Chadians and 
Libyans have died in bitter fight- . 
ingwhichended in September 
1987~after they agreed to a I 


break down US and Israeli 
opposition to talking directly to 
the PLO. 

BoLh US Presidential can- 
didates. Republican George 
Bush and Democrat Michael 
Dukakis have declared that 
there can be no direct contacts 
with the PLO in any peace 
negotiations until the Palestin- 
ians recognize Israel. 

Radical. Syrian-backed fac- 
tions bitterly oppose recognizing 
what they call the "Zionist 
entity” in return for a Palestinian 
homeland in the occupied 
territories, instead of all of what 
used to be Palestine. 

The bottom line is that Arafat 
knows that recognition of Israel 
is his ace in the hole, and that if he 
plays it too quickly, he will have 
nothing with which to bargain. 

Despite the differences within 
the PLO and the Palestinian 
cause as a whole, the uprising has 
clearly accelerated the main- 
stream away from the concept of 
guenilla war toward a political 
option. 

But if the pragmatists and their 
"two-state solution" — Jewish 
and Palestinian states co-existing 
side by side — succeed, the PNC 
will have to map out a charter for 


the proposed provisional gover- 
nment. 

That would allow the PLO to 
quietly abandon the present PLO 
covenant which calls for the des- 
truction of Israel. 

Drawing up a new document 
would mean, in effect, a 
diplomatic renunciation of 
violence, another condition set 
by the Israelis and the Americans 
for dealing with the PLO. 

Resist 

Bui such moves would be 
vehemently resisted by Syria and 
its hardline Arab allies. 

Momentum for the declara- 
tion of an independent Palestin- 
ian state and a provisional gover- 
nment, possibly including non- 
PLO figures and prominent 


Palestinians from the occupied 
territories, intensified after King 
Hussein of Jordan announced 
July 3 1 he was severing ail Jor- 
dan's legal and administrative 
links with the West Bank.

Libyan peace overtures put 
Chad in difficult position 




isation of African Unity (OAU). 

The truce left Libya in control 
of most of the Aouzou Strip, 
110,000 square kms (42.000

The normalisation between 
Chad and Libya is good publicity 
for Khaddafi, who has been an- 
xious to break out of diplomatic 
isolation ever since the 1986 US 
raids on his country, diplomats 
said.

“Habre could no longer afford 
to turn down Khaddafi’s cascade 
of goodwill gestures.

Quiet 

' “You can be sure they will be 
quiet for the next few hours," 
chuckled Col Belous Gennady as 
the Soviet outburst ended and 
the last smells of cordite drifted 
away. 

But the 9-year-old ritualised 
exchange soon will be over. 

During the next few months, 
the Soviets will pack up their 
weapons and go home, meeting 
the terms of the Geneva accord 
pullout schedule and creating 
another chink in the armour of 
defences that protect Kabul from 
the rebel forces that surround it. 

“From a military point of 
view, this base is not valuable," 
said Lt Col Alexander Sherban 
of the Shankar base. “All 
movement can be seen from the 1 
mountains or from the forest. It 
is not a correct place." 

He said Lhe thinly manned ' 
Afghan Army would be better 
placed defending more vital ins- 
tallations. 


But Shankar is one small part 
of Kabul's formidable defence 
network, sitting just outside the 
three "rings of steel” created to 
block advances by the US- 
backed guerrillas. 

Soviet troops man numerous 
firebases and outposts, and, 
according to diplomats, still take 
care of most of the capital’s 
defences. Presumably, when 
Shankar and other Soviet-man- 
ned positions cease to become 
targets, the resistance will inten- 
sify attacks on government posi- 
tions and step up pressure for 
storming President Najibullah's 
citadel of power. 

"Kabul is Lhe key. Kabul is the 
prize," one Western diplomat 
said. “Whoever gets Kabul wins 
the war..’’ 

But analysts have been reass- 
essing their initially scathing 
views of the Afghan Army’s 
ability to hold Kabul after the 
Soviet withdrawal. Now they do 
not expect provincial capitals to 
fall like dominos proceeding a 
final climatic battle for the 
capital. 

Government forces are 
backed by massive inventories of 


Soviet-supplied ammunitionand 
air power. Even within a dimi- 
shea defence perimeter they are 
well equipped to make an all-out 
guerrilla assault a suicidal ven- 
ture. 

Security patrols have been 
extended well beyond the capital 
by crack Afghan troops, who 
also man the main outer defence 
perimeter about 15 miles (24 km) 
from Kabul. The second “ring of 
steel" is composed of Army and 
paramilitary personnel some 9 
miles out. The final belt is held by 
various militia groups. 

Defend 

“The Afghan Army has the 
ability to defend our homeland 
and we will resist the opposition 
until the last drop of our blood," 
Afghan Pvt. Maharam Ali 
vowed adamantly. 

The military constantly shows 
its willingness to unleash gen- 
erous amounts of lead and gun- 
powder at the barest whiff of 
guenilla activity in the rebel-con- 
trolled areas that completely 
surround the city of 2 million 
people. 

Kabul residents appear to 
have become injured to the sud- " 


den thuds and rumbles of outgo- 
ing artillery. They rarely glance 
at the constant traffic of flare- 
spewing jets and transport air- 
craft, or the phalanxes of clatter- 
ing helicopter gunships that skim 
out at rooftop level on daily sor- 
ties. 

The night is lit by flares, the 
most dramatic lazily descending 
in chained clusters of seven 
above distant hillsides, illumin- 
ating the landscape in a 12-min- 


ute-Iong wash of orange light. 

Residents even seem stoic 
about stepped-up rebel attacks 
with rockets, which often fall 
short or overshoot military tar- 
gets and land on residential 
areas, taking a heavy toll of life 
and property. 

“It is a silent death,” shrugged 
one blase Hindu moneychanger, 
who said his brother was recently 
killed in a spray of rocket shrap- 
nel. “Ifyou hear it, the rocket has 
killed somebody else. If it is com- 
ing for you, you will never hear 
it.” 

_ Fortress Kabul sits like a bris- 
tling porcupine, but it is not 
under siege. 

• Shops brim with food and 


goods from across Lhe globe that 
have inexplicably surfaced in the 
remote bustling metropolis, ren- 
owned for centuries as a great 
central Asian trading centre. 

Analsyts believe the rebels' 
shrewdest method of asserting 
pressure would be to break the 
power of the civil administration 
and ignite anti-regime sentiment 
by escalating disruption of essen- 
tial services, particularly during 
the forthcoming winter. 

Food 

Kabul grows 20 per cent of its 
good within protected fields, but 
otherwise must rely on surround- 
ing provinces. Electricity mostly 
comes from one. main hydroelec- 
tric power station, and diplomats 
estimate the city at any time only 
has fi ve days of petroleum stored 
for civilian vehicles and 14 days 
for the military. 

Sustained attacks on fuel con- 
voys plying the easily ambushed 
Salang Highway — Kabul's 
lifeline to the Soviet Union ■ — 
could quickly bring the city to a 
hall, especially as a "Berlin 
Airlift” scenario would be expen- 
sive and difficult for Moscow to 
sustain. 


Thatcher to return to scene of attack

LONDON, (UPI): Police moun- 
ted a mulii-million-dollar 
security operation this weekend 
as Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher prepared to return to 
the city where the IRA came 
closetokillingherfouryearsago. 

Thatcher and hundreds of her 
Conservative followers are due 
in the resort city of Brighton for 
the opening tomorrow of their 
annual four-day party conven- 
tion. 

On Oct 1 2, 1 984 in the middle 
of the Conservatives’ last gather- 
ing in Brighton, a sophisticated 
time bomb planted by an IRA 
explosives expert ripped open the 
beachfront Grand Hotel where 
Thatcher and other party and 
government leaders were stay- 
ing. 

The 2:58 am blast was in room 
629. The prime minister was still 
awake in her second-floor suite 
putting the finishing touches on a 
convention speech. 

About seven floors of rooms 
adjacent to her sitting room 
collapsed in a pile of rubble and 
bodies, killing five people and 


injuring 30. Thatcher escaped 
unhurt. 

Now the gleaming white 
Grand Hotel has been rebuilt — 
and Thatcher is expected to stay 
there once again. But for security 
reasons, officials rufuse to say 
where she will be housed. 

“I don’t know how difficult 
going back will be.” said Robert 
Wakeham, whose wife died near 
him in the Brighton bomb attack. 
Now lord president of the privy 
council, he said “I'm glad 1 
haven't had to return any 
earlier.” 

Police sources said that during 
the convention 1,500 police, 
nearly half the force of Sussex 
county surrounding Brighton, 
will be on duty in the vicinity. 
They have been shown a special 
film that says the threat assess- 
ment for the convention is high,, 
but that terrorists could hit other 
soft targeLs, the sources said. 

Fears of new I RA attacks were 
heightened by the Sept 30 verdict 
of a controversial coroner’s 
inquest in Gibrallar. Its jury 
found that British commandos 
acted legally when they gunned 
down three unarmed IRA 


guerrillas who were planning a 
bomb attack in the crown 
colony. 

Security checks of buildings, 
sewers and even the water supply 
began as early as March. Officers 
pul the price tag for the opera- 
tion at £1.4 million- (S2.4 
million). 

■ Responsibility 

Norman Tebbit, one of That- 
cher's closest political associates 
over recent years, was injured in 
the 1984 bombing — nis wife 
Margaret remains paralyzed 
from her injuries — and des- 
cribed it graphically in a recent 
book. 

“There was just time for Mar- 
garet to call out in alarm and for 
me to reply ‘it's a bomb’ before 
the ceiling came crashing down 
on us and then, in a hail of debris, 
the floor collapsed, catapulting 
us down under an avalanche of 
pricks, timber and plaster." 

The outlawed Irish 
Republican Army, which is try- 
ing to end British rule of North- 
ern Ireland, took responsibility 
for the British bomb within 
hours after it went off. 


“Today we were unlucky,” the 
IRA said in a communique. “But 
remember we only have to be 
lucky once. You have to be lucky 
always.” 

IRA member Patrick Magee, 
37, was not lucky. 

He was arrested in 1985 in 
Glasgow-, Scotland, along with 
1 1 otnerpeople in a police raid on 
an apartment. Investigators said 
his fingerprints matched those 
on a registration card of a man 
calling himself “Roy Walsh” 
who stayed in Room 629 of the 
Grand Hotel a month before the 
1984 convention. 

Police said Magee had plan ted 
a time bomb behind a panel in the 
629 bathroom.. ■ 

Guilty 

In June 1986, a London jury - 
found Magee guilty of murder of 
five people in the Brighton bom- 
bing. “You are a man of excep- 
tional cruelty and inhumanity,” 
said judge Leslie Borehamin sen- 
tencing Magee to eight lifeprison 
sentences. “You enjoy your 
terrorist activities ... you inten- 
ded Lowipeouta large partof the 
government and you very nearly 
did."

From this long friendly 
collaboration, a project was 
bom. It was achieved in 1974 
and consists in the creation of a 
Museum of Surrealism ins- 
talled in the Chateau of Vaux- 
le-Penil near Paris.

Dali's visits Lo his friend in 
Vaux-le-Penil left amazing 
souvenirs. One day, as he tur- 
ned up at the chateau when 
Pierre Argillet’s daughter was 
playing the piano, Dali decided 
to give her a treat by decorating 
her grand piano. He did this in 
one hour using a brush which 
he tied to a stick in order to 
paint without disturbing the lit- 
tle girl who went on playing 
unperturbed. Another piano 
ended up in the basement of the 
chateau, transformed into a 
fountain. Further on, the bath- 
room, imagined by this great 
master for his wife Gala, is 
offered up to the looks of 
amazement of the visitors. A 
project for a balcony for the 
chateau, designed by Dali, is 
still waiting for the generosity 
of a patron. 

Far from wanting to keep 
these unique creations for him- 
self, Pierre Argillet always wan- 
ted the greatest number of peo- 

f le to benefit from them. In 
?78, he got in touch with the 


Soviet Embassy. But his attem- 
pts were premature. However, 
with the opening oTthe Soviet 
Union to the world, last year 
with the International Moscow 
Forum for the De-nuclearized 
World, to which Pierre Argillet 
was invited as a curator of the 
museum, his plan to organize 
an exhibition of surrealism 
took shape with the prospects 
of art exchanges between the 
East and the West. 

Pierre Argillet's collection is 
chosen in preference to many 
others for the indisputable 
authenticity of the works he 
owns. 

All the great artistic themes 
have been grouped together 
(painting, sculpture, architec- 
ture, cinema, theatre, 
literature, etc.) from Guillaume 
Apollinaire to Mucha, the 
Czech artist from the Belle 
Epoque period.

Smugglers rob 
Greece’s heritage

ATHENS, (Reuter): Inter- 
nationa] smuggling rings are 
spiriting away millions of 
dollars of antiquities from 
Greece every year to private 
collections and robbing the 
country of its heritage. 

Remote Byzantine churches 
are denuded of icons and fres- 
coes ancient Anaphoras are 
picked up off the sea floor by 
divers working from private 
yachts and museums are rob- 
bed of antiquities. 

Culture Ministry officials 
who work closely with the 
Paris-based international 
police organisation, Interpol, 
pinpoint West Germany, the 
Netherlands and Britain as cen- 
tre of the illegal export trade. 

The stolen goods are trans- 
ported out of Greece by private 
yacht, cars, trucks and planes 
concealed in luggage or other 
cargo, the officials say. 

Police figures show 22 people 
were arrested Iasi year for 
antiquities smuggling and 560 
artifacts worth an estimated 
seven million dollars were conf- 
iscated. 

But the numbers arrested 
reflect only a minor percentage 
of those actively engaged in the 
trade, ministry officials say. 

Millions of dollars worth of 
antiquities and artifacts leave 
the country each year undetec- 
ted and the problem is increas- 
ing. they say. 

West Germany, where many 
Greeks work, is usually the first 
point of call, the officials say. 

Byzantine antiquities direc- 
tor at the Culture Ministry 


Isidores Kakoutis said that 
Greeks and foreigners are 
involved. 

A popular summertime 
smuggling route is by private 
yachtfrom the lonianislandsto 
the nearby Italian coast. 

Stealing antiquities and 
works of art is a tricky business 
and networks are necessary to 
operate effectively, distingui- 
shed which articles are valuable 
and not well guarded. Kakoutis 
said. 

West Germany, the Neth- 
erlands and Britain have not 
ratified the United Nations 
Educational and Scientific 
Organisation ( U NESCO) con- 
vention on the illegal traffic of 
cultural property. 

Under the convention, arti- 
cles must have documentation 
stating from which country 
they have been exported. If they 
fail to have the correct 
documents they are turned 
back at the customs point. 

Convention 

Thirty ot an eligible 150 
countries have ratified the con- 
vention, including Greece, the 
Uni Led States and Canada and, 
among West European coun- 
tries, Italy and Spain. 

“Our reservation with the 
UN initiative was that it might 
hamper (the execution) of exist- 
ing European measures against 
smuggling," a spokesman for 
the West German Foreign Min- 
istry said in Bonn. 

Existing local and European 
measures were sufficient, he 
said, and this was why West 
Germany had not ratified the 
convention. 

The national union of Ger-

man Art and Antiquities had 
promulgated a 'basic law of 
ethics* in May 1986 that ruled 
out participation in the illegal 
antiquities trade, he added. 

Ratification of the conven- 
tion would pose legal and 
administrative problems, a 
British embassy spokesman in 
Athens said. 

“New law would be required 
to bring it into effect. We do 
have a code of practice 
operated by the art business 
which we believe safeguards 
stolen art," he added. 

The Netherlands has said it 
would be ready to ratify the 
convention in 1989. 

Sophisticated 

Culture Ministry officials 
say they have good relations 
with the famous British auction 
houses Sotheby's and Christies 
who will advise them if they 
think antiquities offered for 
sale are stolen. 

Efforts to stop the illegal 
trade are hampered by 
inadequate funding for guards 
apd an ineffective 1931 law 
governing punishment, the 
officials say. 

“The law must be modern- 
ised because the situation has 


changed since 1931.” said Evy 
Lalapanou, an expert at the 
Culture Ministry. 

Thieves had become more 
sophisticated, using modern 
technology, like metal detec- 
tors, which the outdated law. 
did not cover. Lalapanou said. ' 

A new law placed before 
parliament last year advocat- 
ing tougher punishments has 
not yet been passed. 

Stopping the illegal trade is 
hard enough, but even more 
difficult is getting the stolen 
items returned. 

‘‘We are like detectives,” 
Lalapanou said describing how 
Culture Ministry staff search 
through catalogues of auction 
sales looking for stolen 
antiquities. 

Each year the Greek govern- 
ment pays thousands of dollars 
to lawyers operating on their 
behalf trying to recover the 
stolen goods. 

It is an expensive, time-con- 
suming and difficult business. 

Once the item is discovered, 
generally an appeal has to be 
made to the courts to prove that 
it was stolen, ana is from 
Greece. 

Some cases last for years.

Stencil graffiti: a new art form from Paris 


By E. de Ara Gamazo 

STENCIL art, consisting in 
painting shapes cut out in card- 
board or metal sheets, is a 
typically French form of artis- 
tic expression both in its sour- 
ces of inspiration and in the 
geographical origin of its 
original development. 

It appeared in the streets of 
Paris in 1983 and was the work . 
of artists who were not suf- 
ficiently well-known to have 
their works grace the walls of 
art galleries. It spread rapidly 
on a large scale, thanks to its 
simple means of reproduction 
anti to such an extent that it has 
become a component of “Art 
Brut'* in its own right as well as 
becoming a medium for 
political or economic 
movements. 

The technique of stencilling 
goes back to prehistory as 
shown by cave paintings of 
hands and more stylised animal 
forms. Stencils have been used 
in all periods just like moulds in 
other forms of art for mass 
reproduction of works. 

The material used for the cut- 
out has to be both rigid and 
easy to cut and it can be used 
over and over again for a com- 
plex repetitive design while, at 
the same time, being a highly 
economical means of expre- 
ssion for its users. 

The return to popularity of 
stencilling as a means of expres- 
sion comes from Mesnager's 
“neo-cave-art" which he pract- 
ised on his night-time strolls in 
the streets and along the banks 
of the Seine in Paris m the early 
80s. Although he worked 
quickly without usingamatrix. 
the white figures of his charac- 
ters encouraged young artists 
to take up the idea of this new 
urban art which is accessible to 
the anonymous passerby and to 
work on it. 

Originality 

Despite the frequent origin- 
ality in the posture and location 
of his characters. Mesnager 
seems to be a prisoner of his 
theme: ghost-like figures wan- 
dering in the city.

Above all. unlike most graf- 
fiti or American "Tag” wall 
paintings, stencils are not the 
work of outcasts of society 
Their work fits in with the 
urban reality in which they live. 
There are three main categories 
of practitioners: artists, 

political militants and teen- 
agers. 

Motivations for creating 
stencil an both in the choke o! 
subject and in the place lo paint 
it are very varied. The aim of 
stencil artists is not provoca- 
tion or damage to public 
property and, in this way. they 
are unlike those who write their 
names on public transport in 
big cities. All stencil artists 
want their works to have a 
decorative function or a mes- 
sage. sometimes on several 
levels. The notion of An for 
Art's sake is clearly present in 
most of the works which have 
been noted until rfow. The 
quality of the drawing, the 
choice of colours and faithful- 
ness to certain forms of style 
show constant research, but the 
intermediary stages painted on 
wails are ephemeral. 

Contemporary music, 
comic-strip heroes and film- 
stars provide the main subject- 
matter for teenagers, most of 
whom come from a wall-to-do 
background, They mainly use 
paint sprays to make their pic- 
tures and the route followed by 
their works of art is very per- 
sonal often the road between 
home and school or their 
friends' homes. 

At a time when everything is 
changing and everyone is in a 
hurry, it is good to take the time 
to look at some of these stencil 
drawings and to look at their 
sometimes subtle message. If a 
stencil painting is not quickly 
removed, it can remain on your 
itinerary for a long time as a 
symbol of life on the concrete of 
your housing estate.

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Year after the crash , economy sound but world changed 


The first casualty was investor confidence 


NEW YORK, Ocl 9. (Reuter): 
Two hours into the Monday 
morning business day last 
October 19. many of the econ- 
omic assumptions of a whole 
generation went up in smoke. 

“A year after the crash, much 
has changed. The world is dif- 
ferent," said Robert Farrell, 
chief market stragetist for 
Merrill Lynch Co. 

As the stock market went into 
its Black Monday frcefall. the 
first casually was investor con- 
fidence. The belief in a large, 
liquid and relatively safe stock 
market was shattered, as Wall 
Street floundered amid unfilled 
orders and plummeting prices. 

Also battered in those early 
hours on Monday was the per- 
ception of the United States as 
the premier economic power. 

When the market fell, the 
world looked hopefully to Japan 
for stability, not to the United 


States whose gaping budget and 
trade deficits were blamed as a 
factor in the crash. 

Any old ideas that a single 
country can insulate itself from 
the world economy were swept 
aside. Americans woke up to 
newscasts about market activity 
in Japan, Britons nervously 
awaited Wall Street's opening 
each day and Japanese watched 
with alarm as the Hong Kong 
exchange plunged and closed its 
doors. The world markets moved 
as a global 24-hour tidal wave. 

The crash also drowned 
another cherished belief — that 
the stock market is a key business 
forecaster. Expected to herald a 
slump, the crash is now seen as 
merely the bursting of a 
speculative bubble — a market 
phenomenon relatively 

unrelated to a still-expanding 
world economy. 

“The major ingredient that led 


to the stock-market crash was 
corrected by the crash —extreme 
overvaluation of stocks," said 
Gary Ciminero of Fleet/Norstar 
Financial Group. 

Prices had been pumped to 
unrealistic levels on all world 
markets by cash from the long 
economic expansion coupled 
with free bank reserves. 

"The stock market’s bull run 
prompted a lot of small investors 
to lake t heir savings out of their 
deposit accounts and try their 
luck on the bourse without 
knowing anything about the 
market." said Fernando Can- 
ales. an analyst at Madrid's 
Stock Exchange, which took its 
biggest fall last October 20. 

In West Germany, Werner 
Michael Waldeck, managing 
director of the Frankfurt 
Exchange, said: “For investors, 
the crash bas obviously still not 
been digested. But from my point 


of view, the crash is history/’ 

But it may also be seen as a 
turning point in history — when 
America began an overdue 
switch to beinga nation of expor- 
ters not the world’s biggest spen- 
dthrift. Chastened by the crash, 
Americans may be learning to 
accept a lowerstasdard of living. 

“The crash may represent the 
end of the go-go years, especially 
for the affluent,” said David 
Meer of Daniel Yankelovich 
Group Inc, a leading US con- 
sumer polling concern. “That 
feeling of open-ended pos- 
sibilities about where personal 
gain could go is over.” 

Punch 

The crash has delivered its 

E unch with a velvet glove, not the 
aramer blows some expected. 
That may reflect the fact dial few 
own shares directly and the rise in 
share Values had been so quick it 
had not yet been counted as part 


of individual wealth. 

Even so Meer said, polls show 
the crash was "a major psy- 
chological event,” which has 
dampened demand for luxury 
goods and added to wariness 
among consumers. Economists 
and US trading partners applaud 
the signs of slower US consump- 
tion, because it eases the trade 
deficit and cools an economy 
that was heating up too fast and 
threatening inflation. 

“Consumer spending has 
slowed from a run to a wane, just 
what we needed," said Merrill 
Lynch economist Donald Strasz- 
heim. 

But there is a deeper worry 
that spending slowdown 
indicates that a long-feared day 
of reckoning is coining for many 
Americans struggling with heavy 
debts. If so, the crash could be 
just the first of a number of 
shocks. 


An immediate threat is a wor- 
sening of crisis in the southwest 
United States where $50 billion is 
already needed to bail out failing 
“thrifts” — savings and home 
loan institutions — hurt by 
plummeting real estate values. 

“The action moves from the 
stock market to the real estate 
market,” said Charles Kin- 
dleberger, an economic his- 
torian. “When the stock market 
falls, the people speculating in 
real estate point to the stock 
market and say those suckers 
bought the wrong thing. But real 
estate goes down more slowly.” 

A general real estate slide 
would be similar to a devastating 
plunse in commodity prices 
which broadened the impact of 
the 1 929 stock market crash. 

The legacy of an America 
borrowing too much remains 
one of the stark reminders of the 
crash. 


Politburo 
considers 
slashing 
Soviet budget 


MOSCOW, Oct 9, ( AP): Pravda 
said today the ruling Politburo is 
considering cuLting the budget of 
the Soviet Union, which repor- 
tedly is running a deficit of more 
than Si 00 billion. 

Despite plans to “reduce 
expenses in all areas of the econ- 
omy,” the 12-man Politburo 
derided in discussion on Thurs- 
day of the 1989 budget to 
improve supplies of food and 
consumer goods, the Commu- 
nist Party daily said. It did not 
elaborate. 

Consumers surrounded Soviet 
President Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
on a visit last month to Siberia 
and complained loudly that his 
plans for perestroika, or restruc- 
turing of Lhe economy and social 
life, nave not solved chronic 
shortages of food and housing. 

Pravda said the Politburo, the 
ruling body of the Communist 
Party, discussed “steps to make 
the ruble a convertible 
currency.” It did not explain fur- 
ther. t i . , • 

Convertible 


Some Soviet economists have 
argued for making the ruble con- 
vertible. that is capable of trans- 
fer into other currencies on the 
world market, to remove a major 
stumbling block to trade. But 
this likely would cause runaway 
inflation because its vfaue would 
drop. 

Without accompanying 
increases in the prices of goods 
and services, making the ruble 
convertible could cause the 
Soviet Union tolosemoney on its 
exports. Soviet prices historically 
have had little relation to 
production costs. 

The newspaper Sovietskaya 
Rossiya (Soviet Russia) reported 
last month that the country is 
running a budget deficit of at 
least 73 billion rubles (SI 16 
billion this year. The US budget 
deficit is SI SO billion. 

Sovietskaya Rossiya blamed 
the deficit on the high cost of 
cleaning up the Chernobyl 
nuclear power plant disaster, 
lower income to the slate from 
slashed vodka sales and the fall- 
ing price of oil. The Soviet Union 
is the world's biggest oil expor- 
ter. 


South Yemen 
to seek foreign 
investment 


KUWAIT, Oct 9, (Reuter): 
South Yemeni President Haider 
Abubaker AI Attas said hiscoun- 
try. was studying ways to attract 
foreign investment. 

He told a local daily in remarks 
published today Aden sought to 
revive a foreign investment law 
passed several years ago but 
never implemented. 

“We are discussing ways and 
means of making this law effec- 
tive." he said. “We are discussing 
the removal of obstacles which 
may obstruct investment.” 
Reserves 

South Yemen is developing 
newly discovered oil reserves 
with Soviet help and hopes to 
begin exporting more than 
50,000 barrels per day (BPD) by 
the end of the next year. 

AUas said South Yemen had 
“dosed the file” on bloody fight- 
ing in early 1986 that ousted for- 
mer President Ali Najser 
Mohammed, now living in exile. 

“Many people (supporters of 
Ali Nasser) have returned and 
many are returning and things 
are going well at present, and 
national unity is strengthening,” 
he said. 

The government offered 
amnesty to all but 108 of the ex- 
president's backers who were 
tried for high treason. Ali Nasser 
and 34 followers were sentenced 
to death last year.

Jordanian economy heads for tougher times 


AMMAN, Oct 9. (Reuter): Like 
an athlete on muscle-building 
drugs. Jordan’s economy has 
long ingested lavish doses of 
Arab aid, remittances and deficit 
finance to boost performance. 

But officials and economists 
say the kingdom can no longer 
afford to live beyond its limited 
means, hoping for better times 
around the comer. No Middle 
East oil boom is about to recur. 

“We are effectively a Gulf 
economy, but Gulf economies 
have slowed- down much more 
than the Jordanian economy,” 
Central Bank Deputy Governor 
Maher Shukri told Reuters in an 
interview. 

“Government intervention 
has ensured a smooth reduction 
in growth rates so far, but things 
promise to be much more dif- 


ficult,” he said. “We should talk 
of real, deep structural changes 
— and the government will to 
introduce them is there.” 

An uninformed visitor watch- 
ing luxury imported cars cruise 
the well-swept streets of uptown 
Amman might well mistake 
resource-strapped Jordan for a 
wealthy oil-producer. 

Sluggish 

Jordan, one Western diplomat 
said, had kept inflation down, 
contained unemployment and 
achieved very modest aggregate 
growth, though this had been 
outstripped by rapid population 
increase. 

But foreign reserves had run 
down, the budget deficit had 
ballooned and private sector 
activity remained sluggish. 

“Despite some good economic 


management, Jordan is finally 
feeling the downturn in the Gulf 
that began in 1982.” be said. 

Jordan retains a respectable 
international credit rating and 
expects soon to conclude a $200 
mnlion syndicated loan, its first 
since a $150 million credit in 
March 1987. 

Saudi Arabia has kept up its 
annual aid of almost $360 
million, and a senior official told 
Reuters yesterday the United 
Arab Emirates would give Jor- 
dan SI 00 million. 

But stress symptoms are 
appearing. 

Debt service ratio has reached 
1 8 per dbnt, according to Shukri, 
who said a bulge in repayments 
of development loans due in the 
next five years “might cause 
some difficulties.’’ 


The Central Bank put external 
public debt, excluding military 
debt, at $3.2 billion in the first 
quarter. 

Unemployment is officially 
estimated at 8.5 per cent, but 
Western diplomats doubt it is 
less than 12 per cent. 

Bankers and businessmen 
were jolted in April by a 
payments crisis over booming 
exports to Iraq. 

New arrangements were rea- 
ched with Baghdad, but con- 
fidence was shaken again when 
King Hussein cut legal and 
administrative ties with the 
occupied West Bank in July. 

“The decision was apparently 
taken with no thought for the 
economic conseq uences,” a Wes- 
tern diplomat said. 

Bankers say remittances from 


around 325,000 Jordanian 
migrants, many of whom are of 
Pales tinian origin, have virtually 
dried up because of political and 
economic uncertainty. 

“People in the Gulf are send- 
ing home only enough for 
immediate family needs,” one 
banker said. 


Shukri said remittances had 
fallen, partly for seasonal 
reasons, out by the end of August 
still averaged 15 per cent more 
than last year, thanks to a surge 
in the first quarter. 

Since April the dinar has lost 
almost 12 per cent of its value 
against the dollarat official rates, 
but moneychangers quote the 
currency around 10 per cent 
lower. 

Shukri described the gap as a 
temporary aberration. 


Taiwan’s stock market booming 


Economy still humming as Jobless rate slows 


TA I PEI . Taiwan, Oct 9: The year 
1987 was an unusual one in the 
process of Taiwan’s economic 
development. Despite the rise of 
many social and political 
movements, including an 
unprecedented number of public 
demonstrations. Taiwan never- 
theless experienced a prosperous 
year with a very high rate of econ- 
omic growth, a considerable 
degree of price stability, a very 
low unemployment rate, and a 
huge trade surplus. 

Furthermore, stock prices rose 
drastically and the new Taiwan 
dollar sharply appreciated 
against the US dollar. 

The growth rale of Taiwan's 
economy in 1987 was 11.2 per 
cent, one of the highest recorded 
growth rales in the world, and 
even surpassed the 10.82 percent 
recorded in 19S6. This double- 
figure growth rate was mainly 
attributable to the rapid growth 
ofexportsratherlhan an increase 
in domestic demand, the con- 
tribution of the former being 
1 16.5 per cent and that of the 
latter 93.7 percent. 

Demand 

As far as domestic demand 
was concerned, in 1987 private 
consumption expenditure 
increased by 10.8 percent. gover- 
nment consumption expenditure 
increased 4.9 per cent, and gross 
fixed capital formation increased 
by 20.4 percent. 

In foreign trade, the real 
exports of goods and services 
increased by 19.1 percent, while 
the real imports of goods and 
services increased by 24.3 per 
cent. As a result. Taiwan 
experienced a huge trade surplus, 
reaching $18.76 billion. This led 


in turn to the rapid appreciation 
of the Taiwan dollar against the 
US dollar, with a revaluation of 
as much as 24.3 per cent in 1987 
alone. 

Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) increased by I l-l percent 
in 1987, and, of its components, 
manufacturing increased by 
13.49 per cent, utilities such as 
electricity, water, and gas by 
1 3.93 per cent, and construction 
by 9.52 percent. There was also a 
corresponding increase in the 
provision of services. 

Rapid 

Due to the lag effect of the 
rapid revaluation of the Taiwan 
dollar against the US dollar, and 
the results of increased social and 
political unrest, the growth rates 
of experts and GDP have shown 
a tendency to decline since the 
fourth quarter of 1987. 

According to recent estimates, 
the growth rates of GDP were 
6.46 per cent and 5.68 per cent in 
the first and second quarters of 
1988, respectively. 

During the same period, 
among the components of GDP, 
private consumption expen- 
diture increased by 10.73 percent 
and 1 1.19 per cent, government 
consumption expenditure 
increased by 1 1.35 per cent and 
8.85 per cent, gross fixed capital 
formation expenditure increased 
by 15.55 per cent and 16.18 per 
cent, exports increased by 10.83 
per cent and 5.73 per cent, and 
imports increased by 33.75 per 
cent and J 5.92 per cent, respec- 
tively. 

As a result of the rapid increase 
in imports, the trade surplus dur- 
ing the first half of 19S8 rose by 
only $4.4 billion, which was sig- 


nificantly lesSYhatf for thircorre^. 
sponding period in 1987. • - 

Although the prices of land 
and housing have continued to 
rise substantially since the winter 
of 1986, and in spite of the rapid 
rise in stock prices which has 
resulted in the stock price index 
having more than doubled in the 
first six mon ths of this year alone, 
such an upward trend has not yet 
been reflected in the general price 
level. 

For instance, the consumer 
price index rose by 0.80 per cent 
in the first quarter of 1988 and by 
0. 1 0 per cent in the second quar- 
ter, while the wholesale price 
index fell by 2.74 per cent and 
3.35 per cent, respectively, dur- 
ing the same period. 

As for the unemployment rate, 
the number of jobless bad fallen 
to 1 .7 per cent by the end of the 
first half ofl 988. 

Taiwan is currently faced with 
four major issues that are closely 
related to its economic stability 
and growth. These are the huge 
trade surplus, particularly with 
the United States: trade with the 
Chinese mainland; the labour 
movement and environmental 
protection. These four issues 
have greatly troubled policy- 
makers and businessmen. 

Reserves 

The huge stockpile of foreign 
exchange reserves has also 
caused the domestic money sup- 
ply to increase by 47 per cent in 
1987 and by 34 per cent during 
the first two quarters of 1988. 
This has created an inflationary 
threat, and the rapid apprecia- 
tion of the Taiwan dollar up to 
February 1988 has resulted in 
many small businesses going

- The ' underground trade bet- 
ween Taiwan and the Chinese 
mainland by means of third 
countries has already existed for 
many years, but in the past it did 
not draw the attention of the 
public as it was considered to be 
an illegal activity subject to strict 
control. Two years ago, 
however, trading activities bet- 
ween the two areas via Hong 
Kong and other Asian countries 
began to show a marked 
increase. 

Development 

Employers and employees 
have long maintained a harmon- 
ious relationship in Taiwan. 
There is free labour mobility. 
Employees may move from one 
factory to another in order to 
achieve a higher salary, and the 
bosses have to raise salaries in 
accordance with market condi- 
tions and improve working con- 
ditions in order to maintain sta- 
ble production. 

In 1 order to reduce the depen- 
dence of Taiwan's exports to the 
US market, the government has 
recently emphasised the impor- 
tance of diversifying export 
markets, and has undertaken 
many measures to improve trade 
relations with, other areas. 

The government has 
embarked on the so-called four- 
teen major development projects 
for more than four years. To 
cope with recent developments, 
the government has decided to 
increase investment in tourism, 
recreation, and entertainment 
services, and to expand facilities 
for wholesome recreational 
activities in order to enhance 
overall quality of life. 


Group of 77 
seeks 

North-South 
tafks-by ’90- 




UNITED NATIONS, Oct 9, 
(Reuter): The Group of 77 
nations will seek a special Gen- 
eral Assembly session re-opening 
the 'North-South’ dialogue to 
begin no later than 1990, the 
organisation’s chairman said on 
Wednesday. 

Ahmed Ghezal of Tunisia told 
a news conference there was 
presently a “general mood in 
favour of constructive dialogue” 
for industrialised “northern” 
nations to address the economic 
concerns of developing coun- 
tries. 

“We should not miss this 
opportunity,” Ghezal said. 

Asked why the Group of 77 
was nevertheless content to wait 
up to two years for the resump- 
tion of formal discussions, 
Ghezal said time was needed to 
adequately prepare for them. 

“We are not asking^ for ,a LJ 
special session just to-., get ~ 
together and to resume the 
dialogue with no substance — an 
empty dialogue. We want a sub- 
stantive dialogue.” he said. 

Asked what arguments less 
developed nations could bring to 
bear once such talks resume, 
Ghezal said improved economic 
conditions in poorer countries 
would benefit all nations, and 
creditor nations in particular. 

“Without development the 
South will never be able to pay 
back itsdebtahd the South wants 
to pay back its debt,” said 
Ghezal, his country’s ambas- 
sador to the United Nations. - 

“How does the North expect 
to be paid if there is no growth in 
the South?” he said. • • 


Japan’s economy suffers setbacks 


TOKYO, Oct 9, (AP): Some sec- 
tors of Japan's economy have 
slowed as Emperor Hirohito’s 
health declines, with retail and 
service sectors particularly affec- 
ted, analysts and businessmen 
say. 

“His illness is depressive from 
the economic point of view,” said 
Richard Jerram, an economist 
with the Kleinwort Benson slock 
brokerage. 

“It's depressing a whole range 
of industries, including advertis- 
ing. hotels and retail businesses,” 
he said in an interview. “It's 
reducing the amount of money 
people are spending,” 

Jerram. however, said the 
drop in Japan’s economic perfor- 
mance would only be temporary. 

Since Hirohito fell seriously ill 
on Sept 1 9, scores of department 
stores have cancelled bargain 
sales. Department store sales 
haven't declined overall, but the 
bargain sales had been expected 
to bring extra profits. 


Some public authorities have 
scrapped plans for large-scale 
autumn festivals. Companies 
have postponed parties, and peo- 
ple have even put off weddings in 
deference to the emperor. 

“The lost business cannot be 


recaptured,” Jerram said. “The 
services are not durable." 


“Consumption is going to be 
affected first and last,” said Ron 
Napier, vice president of equities 
research at Salomon Brothera. 

Entire food chains, starting 
from fish waiting to be auctioned 
and ending with hotels hosting 
receptions, reported big losses 
due to cancellations. 

“We're in trouble,” said an 
employee at the banquet office of 
a major Tokyo Hotel. The can- 
cellations are causing “quite a 
big loss.” he said on condition of 
not being identified. 

He estimated his hotel had to 
cancel about 30 parties in just 
two months. 

“Some were catering up to as - 


many as 2,000 -people and had 
been reserved over a year in 
advance,” he said. 

Florists also have been stum- 
ped by the emperor's illness. 

“There's a big impact on busi- 
ness,” said an executive at the 
sales department of one of 
Japan's largest florists responsi- 
ble for catering lavish autumn 
festivals. 

Speaking on condition he not 
be quoted by name, the executive 
said one of his cancelled orders 
for a gala state autumn festival 
carried a price tag of 10 million 
yen ($74,600). 

The slow rales had also hit the 
price of the company’s shares, he 
said, “but it’s something that 
cannot be helped.” 

In fiscal 1987, Japan’s econ- 
omy grew 4.2 per cent to a GNP 
of about $2.4 trillion. 

“The slowness Mil be offset by 
a later boom,” Jerram said, “but 
not enough to make up for the 
losses.” 


US unemployment rate is 
‘welcome news for economy- 


WASHINGTON,- Oct 9, 
(Reuter): A drop in the unem- 
ployment rate to 5.4 per cent sug- 
gests that the US economy is 
growing at a moderate pace — 
welcome news for Republican 
George Bush a month before the 
presidential election. 

The report from the Labour 
Department on Friday that 
unemployment dropped last 
month from a rate of 5.6per cent 
in August sparked rallies in the 
stock and bond markets. 


Growth 

The economy created 255,000 
new jobs, an increase from 
169,000 in August. While the 
gains were strong, they probably 
will irot cause the Federal 
Reserve Board to clamp down on 
credit, analysts said. 


They said excessive growth 
would threaten inflation and 
force the central bank to raise 


interest rates sharply. 

“It shows the economy slowed 
from a, pell mell rate to only a 
solid rate. Inflation is likely to 
worsen more slowly now,” 
Charles Lieberman of Manufac- 
turers Hanover Bank said. 

President Reagan, speaking in 
Michigan, made the point that 
the economy was in good shape 
beading into the election oh Nov 
8.: 

He compared the economy to 
a Grand Prix racer and said “the 
way tokeep it on track is to give 
George Bush and Dan Quayle 
the checkered flag.” 

The markets reacted favoura- 
bly to the unemployment report. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average closed up more than 40 . 
points. Among shares gaining 
issues outnumbered losers three 
to one in heavy volume.

Fertilizer plant commissioned 


NEW DELHI, Oct 9. (KUNA): The gas-based fertilizer plant of 
Indo-Golf Chemical Corporation has been commissioned in a 
record period and ahead of schedule. The project, set op at 
Jagdishpar in the northern state of Uttar Pradesh, has been 
completed at much less cost than what was projected earlier. The 
company bad made a public issue of Rs 800 million in equity share 
of Rs 10 each in December 1986 for financing partly the Rs 7.200 
million fertilizer complex. The foundation stone of the complex 
was laid by the late Prime Minister Indira Gandhi in 1984. The 
project is designed to produce 445,000 tonnes of ammonia per 
year. Natural gas supplied by the Gas Authority of India Limited 
(GAIL) through Hazira-Bijapur Jagdisbpur (HBJ) pipeline is 
used as a feed stock for the manufacture of ammonia and urea. 
The complex is baring its own power generation stations, which 
will generate power to meet its frill energy requirements. 

According to Aditya Birla. vice-chairman of the ludo-Guif 
Fertilizer Corporation, the plant is most sophisticated and will 
not require much time to achieve its full rated capacity. The 
Italian-based firm Snamproggeti, was in charge of the overall 
management of the project. The company will have an assured 
fast growing market Its plant is located in lndo-Gangetic plain, 
an area with high demand potential for area, providing an edge to 
the company in marketing. It will be selling its urea under its own 
brand name which is already popular in many Indian states.

The CBK added against other 
major currencies, the KD 
exchange rate had a mixed per- 
formance. it increased against 
the Swiss franc, the French franc, 
the Deutsche mark and the 
Italian lira by 2.90 per cent, 2.37 
per cent, 2.03 per cent and 1.72 
per cent respectively.

Many companies face serious staff shortages 

Japanese firms hesitate to hire women 


TOKYO. Oct 9, (Reuter): A 
shortage of college graduates has 
led to an undignified scramble 
among Japanese companies to 
recruit professional employees. 

Polite gentlemanly agree- 
ments have been thrown aside in 
the race to find workers. But the 
traditional barrier against hiring 
women still stands. 

Suitable women graduates are 
available, but very few are con- 
sidered, even if it means leaving 
posts vacant, students and 
employment advisers said. 

“They are just obsessed with 
prejudice against women.” said 
Etsuko Ikeda, who is studying 
business administration and 
economics at an American 
university. 

Survey 

“One leading consumer elec- 
tronics maker told me they didn't 
care what I studied and asked me 
if 1 was willing to perform trivial 
duties like pouring tea and mak- 
ing photocopies,” said Ikeda, 
who is looking for a job with a 
Japanese company to start after 
she graduates next summer. 

Japanese companies have 
vacancies for more than 600.000 
male graduates, according to a 


recent survey by a private 
research institute. But there are 
only 200,000 male students 
available. 

The survey shows that 60,000 
women graduates are eligible for 
employment this year and that 
Japanese companies have vacan- 
cies for more than 85,000. 

"However, most big compan- 
ies want to hire women just as 
clerical workers,” said Mariko 
Watanabe, an employment 
placement officer at Tokyo's 
Sophia University. 

Many companies face serious 
siafT shortages because male 

G raduates are being snatched up 
y the big firms. Watanabe said. 
"Most big firms are still loo 
conservative to open their doors 
to female graduates wishing to 
do responsible jobs," she said. 
Prospective 

"One leading trading com- 
pany told me they will not hire 
women as workers with any 
opportunity for promotion to 
executive positions,” Ikeda said. 

Part of the prejudice against 
women is fear on the employer's 
pari that they will quit after they 
get married or have children. 

But many job placement 


officials say much of it is just 
traditionally male chauvinist 
attitudes. 

Most prospective male 
graduates nave already found 
Lifetime employment long before 
the annual employment drive 
begins in September. 

“This year, lots of students got 
informal job offers before the 
employment campaign began 
because companies in an expan- 
sionary economy were driven to 
catch the brightest students,” 
said Sophia University's Watan- 
abe. 

An official of the Japan 
Federation of Employers’ 
Association (JFEA) said com- 
petition for male graduates was 
so stiff this year that many com- 
panies resorted to virtually hold- 
ing prospective employees "hos- 
tage" to prevent other firms from 
hiring them. 

Trip 

“Many students complained 
that a lot of companies took 
ihemona trip or kept them in the 
office all day from August 20 so 
that they could not attend other 
companies' introductory meet T 
mgs,” said the JFEA official, 
who checks that companies keep 


to the informal, so-called 
"recruitment agreement.” 

He said he received more than 
400 calls reporting violations of 
the agreement 

Every year before the school 
year begins in April, industry 
representatives and university 
officials hold meetings to iron 
out details of the recruitment 
agreement. 

Under this year's agreement 
all Japanese and foreign com- 
panies were supposed to bold 
company introductory meetings 
from August 20 until September 
4. interview students from Sep- 
tember 5 until October 14. and 
offer them official employment 
contracts from October 15. 

The work year usually starts 
on the following April I , once the 
s t udems grad ua le. 

The system was set up in the 
1 950s by Education Ministry and 
the universities so that students 
seeking jobs were not disturbed 
in their studies and enjoyed equal 
employment opportunities, an 
Education Ministry official said. 

“The recnii tmeni agreement is 
considered only a formality by 
most companies and students, 
however," Watanabe said.

Indian deposits in 
Swiss banks up 35pc 


BOMBAY, Oct 9: Deposits held 
. by Indians in Swiss banks have 
been increasing by 30 to 35 per 
cent annually during the last four 
years, according to a report of 
the Central Bank of India’s econ- 
omic intelligence division, 
reports an Indian daily. 

Estimating this increase of 
deposits by Indians in Swiss 
banks in the period since the 
International Monetary Fund 
put out the quantum of such 
deposits at about Rs 1 300 crores 
. in 1983-84, the report points out 
that there could be no early end 
to such a flow of funds. 

» Funds 

While it would be difficult to 
even get the total estimate of the 
funds held by Indians in all coun- 
tries considered as tax havens, 
the .report said the important 
individual reasons for such 
deposits are the "illegal nature of 
the earnings," being made by 
these citizens. 

Referring to the M.G. Kaul 
committee's report submitted 


over 17 years ago the Central 
Bank of India's sLudy said that 
parties involved in import and or 
export were also being utilised to 
play an important role in the 
illegal movement of funds from 
India. 

Such flow of funds from India 
did not constitute a problem 
from the concerned individual's 
standpoint "since he is minimis- 
ing expected losses to enhance his 
welfare,” the report said and felt 
that such continued outflow of 
funds created shortage of 
liquidity in the country's econ- 
omic system thereby compelling 
it to push up interest rates on 
cred it extended. 

System 

"Under a system of floating 
exchange rates, capital outflow 
would also tend to depreciate the 
domestic currency,” the report 
has warned adding that such 
capital flights had serious 
implications on the country's 
economic policies. 


$47m IFC loan for Venezuelan firm 


CARACAS, Venezuela, Oct 9. 
(AP): The International Finan- 
cial Corporation (IFC). the 
World Bank's private sector fin- 
ancing arm, approved a $47 
million loan to a Venezuelan 
petrochemicals firm, the state 
news agency Venpres reported 
yesterday. 


The loan was made to 
Polipropiieno de Venezuela S.A. 
— Propilven. a joint venture bet- 
ween the state petrochemicals 
firm Pequiven (49 psr cent) four 
companies Horn Japan's Mitsui 
Group (15 per cent) and private 
Venezuelan investors (36 per 
cent).

Turkey’s currency has fallen 
sharply against the dollar this 
year and market dealers said on 
Friday a further slide was 
inevitable. 

Dealers said they expected the 
lira's official rate to decline to 
around 2. 1 00 to the dol la r by the 
end of 1988, compared with 
! ,7 1 8 now and 1 ,020 at the end of 
last year. 

Factors behind the fall are seen 
as increased liquidity in the ban- 
king system and inflation, which 
hit an eight-year high of 8 1 .8 per 
cent in September, double the 
September 1 987 figure. 

High 

"Liquidity is high and a fur- 
ther lira depreciation can be 
expected." Yilmaz Karak- 
oyuniu, general manager of 
Istanbul's Atlas Doviz A.S. 
Foreign Exchange Bureau, told 
Reuters. 

“We estimate the lira's official 
rate at between 2,070 and 2.140 
to the dollar by the end of the 
year," he said. 

Bankers said the official rule 
was set daily by commercial 


banks in tandem with the Central 
Bank following an unofficial 
practiceof allowlngthelira tofall 
at a pace of between one and five 
per cent over domestic inflation. 

"Devaluation of the lira 
should speed up to allow it to 
reach its real value against infla- 
tion.” a Turkish banker said.

The lira's slide, which has 
gained momentum since the 
Central Bank liberalised money 
markets in August, and high 
inflation were factors behind 
conservative Prime* Minister 
Turgot Ozal’s defeat in a con- 
stitutional referendum last 
month. 

Ozal, who has made economic 
liberalisation his hallmark since 
taking office in 1983. won only 35 
per cent backing in the plebisci le. 
widely seen as a confidence vole. 

The lira's slide this month has 
been accompanied by a growing 
gap between official rates and 
q notes on the officially-tolerated 
Tahtakale black currency 
market in Istanbul. 

The gap. reduced to zero in 
April after the government 


introduced measures to support 
(he lira, rose to 1 !2iiraonThurs- 
day. with the Tahtakale quoting 
1 ,830 lira to the dollar. 

“Strong demand coming from 
banks pushed prices up," a Tah- 
takale dealer said. “Banks came 
to the market to supply their 
positions for foreign exchange 
transfers they have to deposit 
within the Central Bank." 

The Centra! Bank moved 
towards lira convertibility in 
August and September, 
introducing foreign exchange 
interbank markets to liberalise 
cash and cheque transactions. 
The lira was quoted at 1,460 
before the first market opened on 
August 9. 

The Central Bank says the lira 
will be convertible only if Turk- 
ey’s trading partners accept the 
currency as a means of inter- 
national payment.

“Wor Jackie”as he was affec- 
tionately known by the fans, 
scored both goals in Newcastle’s

fastest Wembley Cup final goal 
when he netted after only 45 
seconds against Manchester City 

in 1955. 

He scored 1 78 goals for New- 
castle in 354 League appearan- 
ces, a club record, and netted 10 
times for England. 

In a recent newspaper poll he 
was voted the greatest and most 
popular player produced in the 
North East a region which also 
boasted Bobby and Jackie Chari- 
ton — members of the victorious 
England World Cup team of 
1966. 

Milbum managed Northern 
Ireland's Linfield and English 
dub Ipswich after leaving New- 
castle and then worked as a foot- 
ball reporter until his retirement 
five months ago.

JOHANNESBURG. South 
Africa. Oct 9. (AP): Twelve 
American track and field ath- 
letes. including 1988 Olympian 
Carole Cady and 1976 Olympic 
medallist John Powell, arrived 
today for three meets against 
sports-isolated South Africans. 

South African organisers have 
not divulged the financial arran- 
gements for their visit, but local 
newspapers have reported in 
recent weeks that sponsors were 
attempting to raise 6 million rand 
(S2.4 million). 

South Africa, which is barred 
from competing internationally 
in many sports due lo its aparth- 
eid policies, often attracts 
foreign athletes in sports such as 
boxing, tennis and golf by offer- 
ing large sums of money. 

The three meets. Oct 15. IX and 
22. will mark the first major 
international track and field 
competitions in South Africa 
since the country was expelled 
from the International Amateur 
Athletics Federation in 1976. 

South Africa has not been all- 
owed to compete in the Olympic 
Games since 1960 because of its 
apartheid practices. However, 
most sports, including truck and 
field, are integrated. 

Cady, a discus thrower, is the 
only member of the US contin- 
gent who qualified for the 1988 
US Olympic team and competed 
in the Seoul Summer Games.

"Mike went to all the banks 
involved and switched (he 
accounts into his name and his 
name only, making it impossible 
for her to attach any of the 
funds." (he Post quoted one 
source as saying. 

“Mike Tyson's assets are safe, 
very safe,” another source said. 
"... We went to Tyson's banks to 
make sure that only Tyson had 
theauthority lo sign chequesand 
we cancelled all thecredit cards.” 

Givens, 23, was granted court- 
ordered protection from Tyson, 
a self-described manic-depres- 
sive. who she says went on a 
rampage at their home last week- 
end in the latest of u string of

She retained celebrity lawyer 
Marvin Mitchelson who said al a 
Los Angeles news conference on 
Friday announcing the suit 
Givens was still in love with 
Tyson but terrified by him. 

As a young tough in the 
ghetto, Ty so n p robably d reamed 
of life as a heavyweight cham- 
pion and the attendant fame, 
money and beautiful women. 

He started out his career mug- 
ging people on the streets before 
stepping into the ring to make 
millions with his fists. 

Now some say Tyson is about 
to be mugged in court. 

Asked what he fell about his 
wife’s court action. Tyson said: 
“Perhaps it's a blessing in dis- 
guise. 

"I'm in love. I'm a human 
being. But sometimes you have 
lo go beyond love and it’s not 
how much you love somebody, 
it’s how much they love you. And 
I wasn’t receiving the amount of 
love I was giving." 

The divorce case has surprised 
few. 

Educated on the streets and in 
reform school, Tyson admitted 
lo the extent of bragging about 
mugging people on the streets of
